THE YisiTATiOK OF THE SiCK foruLs Buch an important 
part of tlie duties of a Parish Priest, and offers so fayour- 
able an opportunity for giving spiritual counsel and instruc- 
tion, that the publication of a Visiting Manual for the use 
of the Clergy scarcely needs an apology. 

Helps of this kind have been, it is true, put forth at dif- 
ferent times by devout and able men, some of which are still 
extant ; but, as far as I have been able to ascertain, there 
is still wanting a Book of Offices, and Scripture Eeadings 
sufficiently comprehensive to meet the ordinary requirements 
of a Parochial Clergyman in his Visitation of the Sick. 

The following pages have been drawn up with the view 
of meeting this want, and of aiding the Parish Priest in ex- 
tending his ministrations to those sick and infirm members 
of his flock, for whom, ^s has been remarked^, there is 
scarcely an adequate provision in the devotional offices of 
the Church ; it being always understood, that '' the Order 
for the Visitation of the Sick" is to be taken as the model 
and basis of all Pastoral Visitation. 

The present work is divided into two Parts. 

The First Part contains the Offices, which for the most 
part are drawn up on an uniform plan, beginning with Sen- 
tences from Holy Scripture, selected so as to correspond with 
the Prayers and Lessons that follow, and having a reference, 
more or less distinct, to the particular Office to which they 
belong. 

The Prayers have been composed after the model of those 
in the Book of Common Prayer, and their phraseology is 
such as will be familiar to all who are acquainted with the 
Holy Scriptures and the English Liturgy. 

The Second Part contains the Lessons, which are arranged 
under the same heads as the different Offices in Part I. By 
referring to the pages indicated in the several Offices, an 
appropriate passage of Holy Scripture may be readily found.

A few words may be said upon the selection and arrange- 
ment of Lessons attached to Office I., entitled '' A General 
Office for the Sick." 

The " Exhortation'* in the Order for the Visitation of the 
Sick in the Book of Common Prayer, is taken as the basis of 
all instruction to be given to the sick person, and is divided 
into seven portions, under each of which are arranged differ- 
ent passages of Scripture, forming a kind of continuous com- 
mentary upon the various subjects brought forward in the 
" Exhortation.'* 

By this means a systematic course of instruction may be 
given; and to bed-ridden persons such a series of subjects as 
is here provided will, it is thought, be found especially 
adapted, comprising, as it does, all ike different points of 
faith and practice lliat need be urged upon the sick person. 

At the end of the Lessons for this Office an Epitome of 
Subjects for Exhortation is subjoined, the order of which 
varies considerably from the former, but which perhaps in 
some cases may be preferred. 

It was the Au&or's original intention to have added 
Notes for Exhortations to the Sick to the chief passages of 
Scripture in each Office, with the view of assisting the 
younger Clergy in their addresses to sick persons, especially 
when suddeidy called to minister to their spiritual neces- 
sities; but the size of the volume would have been in this 
case so considerably enlarged that the design for the pre- 
sent has been almost abandoned. 

The Eemarks subjoined to Lessons 1, 2, 4, 6, 7, 12, 25, 
34, 48, 56, will sufficiently indicate the Auiiior's idea. 

So many excellent books have been already written con- 
taining practical directions to the Clergy in visiting the sick, 
that it would be superfluous labour to add to the length of 
this Introduction by any remarks of this nature. 

That this little work may be the means of assisting the 
younger Clergy in one of their most important fanctions, and 
aid them in feeding a portion of the flock of Christ within 
their respective cures, is the earnest wish and prayer of their 
fellow-Pastor,

thanksgiving, bear our heavenly 
Father's correction, whensoever by 
any manner of adversity it shall 
please His gracious goodness to 
visit us. And there should be no 
greater comfort to Christian per- 
sons, than to be made like unto 
Christ, by suffering patiently ad- 
versities, troubles, and sicknesses.

^ Forasmuch as all mortal men he subject to many sudden perils, dis- 
eases, and sicknesses, and ever uncertain what time they shall depart 
out of this life; therefore, to the intent they may be always in a readi- 
ness to die, whensoever it shall please Almighty God to call them, the 
Curates shall diligently from time to time {but especially in the time 
of pestilence, or other infectious sickness) exhort their Parishioners to 
the often receiving of the holy Communion of the Body and Blood of 
owr Saviour Christ, when it shall be publickly administered in the 
Church ; that so doing, they may, in case of sudden visitation, have 
the less cause to be disquieted for lack of the same. But if the sick 
person be not able to come to the Church, and yet is desirous to receive 
the Communion in his house; then he must give timely notice to the 
Curate, signifying also how many there are to communicate with him, 
(which shall be three, or two at the least,) and having a convenient 
place in the sick man's house, with all things necessary so prepared, 
that the Curate may reverently minister, he shall there celebrate the 
holy Communion, beginning with the Collect, Epistle, and Oospel, here 
following.

Instructions for aiding the Sick 
Person in his duty of Self Ex- 
amination. 

As it is the object, in all tlie 



Pastor's ministrations, to lead sin- 
ners to repentance, and bring them 
to a clearer knowledge of God and 
of His Son Jesus Christ, and as 
the heart of man is so often blind 
to its own faults, and ignorant of 
the deadly nature of sin, it may be 
thought aesirable on certain occa- 
sions to move the Sick Man to 
a special confession of his sins, 
"should he feel his conscience 
troubled," (as is recommended by 
the Rubric in the Visitation of the 
Sick,) and, at least, to help him in 
the work of self-examination. 

Such an occasion is evidently 
afforded the Minister, when pre- 
paring the sick person for receiv- 
ing the Holy Communion ; and 
hence the following remarks are 
inserted in the present Office. 

Having explained the nature of 
this Holy Ordinance — ^the occasion 
of its Institution — the duty of obey- 
ing the dying command of Christ to 
" do this in remembrance of" IJini 
— and the benefits arising to a faith- 
ful recipient — ^the Parish Priest 
will naturally lead the sick person 
to a consideration of what is ne- 
cessary on his part, in order that 
he may partake of this Holy Sacra- 
ment worthily. 

For this purpose he may read 
this Exhortation which follows : — 

Dearly beloved in the Lord, 
ye that mind to come to the holy 
Communion of the Body and Blood 
of our Saviour Christ, must con- 
sider how Saint Paul exhorteth all 
persons diligently to try and ex- 
amine themselves, before they pre- 
sume to eat of that Bread, and 
drink of that Cup. For as the 
benefit is great, if with a true 
penitent heart and lively faith we 
receive that holy Sacrament ; (for 
then we spirituallx ea-t t.\BL<i^\R^^ 
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\7e dwell in Christ, and Clirist in us", 
'vre are one with Christ, and Christ 
with us ;) so is the danger great, 
if we receive the same unworthily. 
For then we are guilty of the Body 
and Blood of Clirist our Saviour; 
we eat and drink our own damna- 
tion, not considering the Lord's 
Body; we kindk God^s wrath 
against us; we provoke Him to 
plague us with divers diseases, 
and sundry kinds of death. Judge 
therefore yourselves, brethren, 
that ye be not judged of the Lord ; 
repent you truly for your sins past ; 
have a lively and stedfast faith ia 
Christ our Saviour; amend your 
lives, aad be m perfect charity 
with all men; so snail ye be meet 
partakers of those holy mysteries. 
And above ail things ye must give 
most humble and hearty thanks to 
God, the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost, for the rederaptioa of 
the world by tJie Death and Passion 
of our Saviour Christ, both God 
and man ; Who did humble Him- 
self, even to the death upon the 
Cross, for us, miseraWe sinners, 
who lay in darkness and the sha- 
dow of death ; that He might make 
us the children of God, and exak 
us to everlasting life. 

Or, he may remind kirn of S. 
Paul's words, " Let a man examine 
himself, and so let hi«a eat of that 
Bread, and drink of that Cup." 

He may then inform him that 
his self-examination is to be upon 
the following points: — 

1. Whether A? repent iim truly 
of his former sins, stedfastly pur- 
posing to lead a new life. 

2. Whether he have a lively faith 
in God's mercy, through Christ, 
with a thankful remembrance of 
His Death. 

3. And whether he be in charity 
wi'tli all meiL 



And farther, in order to enable 
the Sick Person to make a dis- 
coverer of his particular sins, the 
following heads on which he is 
to exanune ^eweself are here set 
down : — 

I. Renunciation op 

a. The World — listening to and 
caring for its opinion ; too much 
influenced by its remarks of cen- 
sure or praise ; too readily adopt- 
ing its customs; following the 
multitude to do evil ; loving its 
pomp, or pleasures, or rewards ; 
too much overburdened by its 
cares; coveting its riches; dis- 
contented with his lot. 

b. The Flesh—" The works of 
the flesh are manifest." — {See Gal. 
v. 19—24.) 

Impurity of thought, word, and 
act; idolatry, inordmate affection ; 
strife, party -spirit, ill -temper ; 
envy, malice, uncharitableness ; 
excess in eating or drinking ; pam- 
pering the body, bad language, and 
all sins of the tongue. 

c. The Devil — All sins, but espe- 
cially lying,envy,and murder, tempt- 
ing others to sin, unbelief, pride, 
ana rebellion against God. 

II. Faith. 

1. Faith in God the Father, as 
the Creator and Preserver of all 
things — in His providence and 
care. His love ana mercy, justice 
and holiness, and all His attri- 
butes — as the Pather of Jesus 
Christ, His only- begotten Son, 
and as the Father of Christians by 
regeneration and adoption. 

2. Faith in Jesus Christ as His 
Only -begotten Son, our Lord — 
" God of God "—in His Divinity 
equal to the Father. Faith in His 
perfect manhood, in his humilia- 
tion. His life of obedience, His 
meritorious righteousness, in His 
sufferings and death as the only 
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atonement for sin, in His resurrec- 
tion, and ascension, by wliich we 
are assured of His victory over 
sin, &c., of our rising again in 
our bodies, of Christ's all-prevail- 
ing intercession, of His everlasting 
kingdom — in His comingagain to 
judge the world, before Whom all 
must ^ve an account. 

3. Faith in Qod the Holy Ohost, 
as truly God, the Giver of life, the 
Source of all spiritual strength, as 
quickening, enlightening, stren^h- 
ening, comforting, interceding, 
sanctifying us. 

4. Faith in the Holy Catholic 
Churchy ^c, which is the Body of 
Christ, having one head, one faith, 
one hope, &c. ; all its members 
knit together in the unity of the 
Spirit ; the visible Church made 
up of good and bad ; the invisible 
consisting of the saints on earth, 
known only to God, and the saints 
departed. 

5. Faith in the forgiveness of 
sins. The conditions on which sins 
are forgiven : — repentance, and 
faith in Christ's merits. Original 
sin is blotted out in Baptism ; the 
other means of grace are generally 
necessary for the obtaining pardon 
of actual sins. 

6. Faith in the resurrection of 
the flesh. All will rise again with 
their bodies, some to everlasting 
joy, others to everlasting con- 
tempt; the bodies of those who 
die m the Lord will be glorified. 

7. Faith in the life everlasting. 
The same term 'everlasting' ap- 
plied by Christ Himself to the 
misery of the wicked. Different 
degrees of happiness and of misery. 

Every article of our faith is 
a motive and encouragement to 
some corresponding duty. These, 
then, which are easily deduced. 



may form the subjects of self- 
examination. 

in. On the "keeping op the 
Commandments op God." 

i. The First Commandment. He 
breaks this command who lives in 
any kind of unbelief as to God's 
eternity. His character and attri- 
butes, as to the Trinity in Unity ; 
who lives "without God in the 
world ;" who sets his affections on 
other objects, or any other crea- 
ture, besides God; who tempts 
His providence or presumes upon 
His mercy: who is ashamed to 
confess Christ ; who does not seek 
God's glory, kingdom, and right- 
eousness. 

ii. The Second Commandment 
forbids irreverence on the one 
hand and superstition on the other. 

It is our duty to bow down be- 
fore the most High God, to pray 
kneeling, to behave with the most 
devout reverence in His presence. 
At the same time, not to mistake 
the means for the end, not neglect- 
ing Baptism, Prayer, Public Wor- 
ship, Holy Communion, but using » 
them as blessed means of grace, 
the virtue of which consists in 
Christ's being present in them. 

iii. The Third Commandment for- 
bids all rash and profane swearing, 
every exclamation which has the 
name of God in it; irreverent 
speaking of holy things, and wor- 
shipping God with the lips and not 
the heart ; wandering thoughts in 
prayer. 

iv. The Fourth Commandment 
forbids profaning the Lord's Day 
by sloth and idleness and unneces- 
sary work; by neglecting public 
worship; spending it in pleasure 
or sin; hinaering others from at- 
tending the service of the Church. 
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It teaches us that our time is 
God's. 

V. The Fifth Commandment for- 
bids disobedience to parents, dis- 
respect or neglect of tnem in their 
old age, causing them grief by 
faults or ingratitude. 

In this "Commandment are in- 
eluded all the relative and social 
duties, honour to the Queen, sub- 
mission to those in authority, to 
God's minister who is placed over 
us, to magistrates, &c. ; respect to 
those above us in rank or station. 

The duty of 'parents. To see 
their children christianly and vir- 
tuously brought up. 

Of a husband. To love his wife, 
comfort, honour, and keep her in 
sickness and in health, and be 
faithful to her. 

Of a wife. To obey and submit 
to her husband, serve, love, ho- 
nour, and keep him, &c., and be 
faithful to him. 

Of a master. To give his ser- 
vants what is fair and just, to 
forbear threatening [swearing at 
them], to behave as remembering 
» that they themselves have aMaster 
xya heaven, to attend to their souls' 
health. 

Of servants. To obey their 
master with singleness ot heart, 
not with eye-service, but willingly; 
not to answer again when re- 
buked; not to purloin or waste 
their master's goods ; not to idle 
their time, but to be faithful and 
truthful. 

vi. The Sixth Commandment for- 
bids murder, self-murder, injury 
to others, violence, anger, strife, 
hatred, uncharitableness, cruelty 
and revenge, oppression, cruelty 
to animals. 

vii. The Seventh Commandment 
forbids all impurity of thought. 



word, and deed; unchastity, im- 
modesty, eating or drinking to ex- 
cess, in any way defiling the body, 
which in Christians is the temple 
of God, self-indulgence, &c. 

viii. The Eighth Commandment 
forbids every ^d of dishonesty ; 
beg^ng, stealmg, pilfering, re- 
ceivmg stolen gooas, waste of 
goods committed to our charge, 
the use of false weights, &c., and 
many other tricks of trade ; run- 
ning into debt without the pros- 
§ect of repaying, the evading just 
ues and taxes. 

ix. The Ninth Commandment 
forbids every kind of lying and 
evil-speaking, keeping back part 
of the truth, swearing falsely, wil- 
ful misrepresentation of facts, slan- 
dering, backbiting, exaggeration, 
prevarication.

The first ftmdaraental doctrine of all tr»e religion is this : — 
" There is but one living and true God ;" eternal, self-existent, the 
Maker of «il things, &c., in Whom and by Whom all things live and 
exist. 

There i«, therefore, no such thiAg as chance, or accident, or good 
and bad luck in the world. All things are ordered, directed, imd con- 
trolled by an infinitely wise and Almighty Providence. *' I kill, and 
I make alive; I wound, and I heal.^' — Deut. xxxii. 39. " I form the 
light and create darkness ;" see above, v. 7. Not a sparrow faUs 
without His knowledge. The Jews, especially, were taught to be- 
lieve in God's superintending Providence. All the temptations, signs, 
&c., of God's stretched out arm were intended to shew that the Lord 
Jehovah was their only God. 
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Your sickness is sent for the same purpose, to teach you that the 
Lord alone is to be feared and worshipped. In the day of prosperity^ 
in the time of health, youth, and vigour, we are apt to forget this. 
God is a God afar off, not in our thoughts, nor plans, nor affections. 

But God takes away our strength in which we ^boasted, that we 
may henceforth " glory in the Lord." He makes us feel our weak- 
ness, that we may lean upon His arm for support, both for our bodies 
and also our souls; "not having our own righteousness, but the 
righteousness which is of God by faith." 

Strive not, then, with God your Maker, but submit patiently to His 
loving chastisement ; for His purpose in smiting you is one of mercy ; 
He wills your salvation; be found a fellow-worker with Him, and 
your soul will prosper.

Bemabks on Lesson 2, 

The true Christian's source of joy is hope of God's glory. He feels 
" the sufferings of this present time," &c. (Rom. viii. 18.) La the 
world he knows he shall meet with tribulation, but he is of good cheer, 
because Christ has overcome the world. His light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh out for him a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory ; and therefore he learns to " glory in tribulations also." 

Tribulation is grievous to bear; the unsanctified heart rebels against 
it ; but it yieldeth at last the peaceable fruits of righteousness. The 
enduring of (Jod*s chastisements is a mark of the reality of our faith 
and trust in God's love ; and having this, our hope is strengthened ; 
we have an earnest of the glory we expect in the love of God shed 
abroad in our hearts. 

We see from this the blessedness of endurance ; as gold is tried in 
the fire, so are the souls of the righteous in the furnace of adversity. 
Oh, let us with Christ learn obemence by the things that we suffer ; 
that if we " suffer with Him" now (according to the will of God) we 
may hereafter " reign with Him" in glory.

So (jod chastens and corrects His children whom He lores. He 
sends trials of yarious kinds, that they may not bear the leayes of 
profession only, but the fruits of righteousness.

S. Luke xv. 11 — 24. 

11. And He said, A certain man 
had two sons : 

And the younger of them said to 
his father. Father, give me the por- 
tion of goods that falleth to me. 
And he divided unto them his living. 

And not many days after the 
younger son gathered all together, 
and took his journey into a far 
country, and there wasted his sub- 
stance with riotous living.

Christ has re- 
deemed us, at the price of His own Blood, from the captivity of Satan, 
and therefore we are bound to '^ glorify Him in ouv bodies and in our 
sjMrits, which are His." 

IL Point out otir neglect, oar going after other gods, seeking our 
own pleasure, yielding to the persuasion of the ungodly, pride in 
prosperity, (ver.

IV. Let us rise and repent, that we perish not in our sins. It i» 
true we have destroyed ourselves, but in Jesus Christ is our help, 
(ver. ^). O flee unto Him,, in prayer, faith, and self-devotion. God s 
mercy over^ws the bounds of His anger. He has sent His Son, 
"^thaS; whosoever believeth in Him/* &c. 

We need not fear the power of Satan if we ding to Christ, for H* 
has " destroyed him that had the power of death," &c. 
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S. LrKE vii. 37—50. 

18. And, behold, a woman in the 
city, which was a sinner, when she 
knew that Jesus sat at meat in the 
Pharisee's house, b- ought an ala- 
baster box of ointment, 

And stood at His feet behind 
Him weeping, and began to wash 
His feet with tears, and did wipe 
them with the l»airs of her head, 
and kissed His feet, and anointed 
them with the ointment. 

Now when the Pharisee which 
had bidden Him saw it, he spake 
within himself, saying, This man, 
if he were a prophet, would have 
known who and what manner of 
woman this is that toucheth Him : 
for she is a sinner.

He is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness. 

If we say that we have not sinned, 
we make Him a liar, and His word 
is not in us.

24. If ye then be risen with 
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Christ, seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on the 
right hand of Ood. 

Set your affection on things above, 
not on things on the earth. 

For ye are dead, and your life is 
hid with Christ in God. 

When Christ, who is onr life, shall 
i^pear, then shall ye also appear 
with Him in glory. 

Mortify therefore your members 
which are npon the earth ; fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, inordinate affec- 
tion, evU concupiscence, and covet- 
ousness, which is idolatry : 



For which things' sake the wrath 
of God Cometh on the children of 
disobedience : 

In the which ye also walked some 
time, when ye lived in them. 

But now ye also put off all these ;

Lie not one to another, seeing that 
ye have put off the old man with 
his deeds ; 

And have put on the new man, 
which is renewed in knowledge after 
the image of Him that created him.

For what glory is it, if, when ye 
be buffeted for your faults, ye shall 
take it patiently ? but if, when ye 
do well, and suffer for it, ye take it 
patiently, this is acceptable with 
God. 

For even hereunto were ye called : 
because Christ also suffered for us, 
leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow His steps : 



Who did no sin, neither was g^ile 
found in His mouth : 

Who, when He was reviled, re- 
viled not again ; when He suffered. 
He threntened not; but committed 
Himself to Him that judgeth right- 
eously : 

Who His own self bare our sins 
in His own body on the tree, that 
we, being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness : by whose stripes 
ye were healed. 

For ye were as sheep goin^? astray; 
but are now returned unto the Shep- 
herd and Bishop of your souls. 



Bbmabes on Lesson 25. 

Suffering at all times demands the exercise of patience ; but it is 
still more urgently called for when we think we do not deserve to 
suffer, or when we are suffering through the faults of others, or through 
their cruelty and unbelief, as the early Christians did. 

The Apostle remarks that we, as Christians, are called to suffer 
wrongs, and indignities, and trials patiently ; and in so doing, we are 
following Christ's example. 

His steps were those of meekness, and lowliness, and self-restraint. 
What a lesson to us, who are so inclined to retort, to bear rebuke im- 
patiently, to add fuel to the already kindled flame of passion, by angry 
words ! 

Let it be our endeavour to submit contentedly to the will of (rod, 
and to learn with S. Paul, in whatsoever state we are, to be content. 

This lesson is not learnt in a moment. We must allow God to 
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teach it to us in His own way, often through affliction. We must 
above all pray God to remove from us all feelings of discontent and 
fretfulness, and keep continually before us the conduct of our blessed 
Saviour, " Who was in all points tempted like as we are, yet with- 
out sin." 



S. James v. 7 — 11. 

26. Be patient therefore, bre- 
thren, unto the coining of the Lord. 
Behold, the husbandmau wait<th for 
the precious fruit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain. 

Be ye also patient ; stablish your 
hearts : for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

Grudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned : 
behold, the Judge standeth before 
the door. 

Take, my brethren, the prophets, 
who have spoken in the Name of the 
Lord, for an example of suffering, 
affliction, and of patience.

29. We are bound to thank God 
always for y<»u, brethren, as it is 
meet, because that your faith grow- 
eth exceedingly, and the charity of 
every one of you all toward each 
other aboundeth; 
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So that we ourselves glory in you 
in the churches of God for yonr 
patience and faith in all yoar per- 
secutions and trihulations that ye 
endure: 

Which is a manifest token of the 
righteous judgment of God, that 
ye may he counted worthy of the 
kingdom of God, for which ye also 
suffer: 

Seeing it is a righteous thing with 
God to recompense tribulation to 
them that trouble you ; 

And to you who are troubled rest 
with us, when the Lord Jesus shall 
be revealed from heaven with His 
mighty angels. 

In flaming fire taking vengeance 
on them that know not God, and 
that obey not the Gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Heb. vi. 9—12. 

80. But, beloved, we are per- 
suaded better things of you, and 
things that accompany salvation, 
though we thus speak. 

For God is not unrighteous to 
forget your work and labour of love, 
which ye have shewed toward His 
Name, in that ye have ministered 
to the saints, and do minister.

Cast not away therefore your con- 
fidence, which hath great recom- 
pence of reward. 

For ye have need of patience, 
that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise. 

For yet a little while, and He 
that shall come will come, and will 
not tarry. 

Now the just shall live by fiuth : 
but if any man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in him. 

But we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition; but of them 
that believe to the saving of the 
soul. 

Heb. xi. 39 ; xii. 1, 2. 

82. And these all, having ob- 
tained a good report through faith, 
received not the promise : 

God having provided some better 
thing for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect. 

Wherefore seeing we also are com- 
passed about with so great a cloud 
of witnesses, let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set be- 
fore us, 

Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith; who for 
the joy that was set before Him 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God.

3. TRUST IN GMDD'S MERCY. 

" Trusting in God's mercy, for His dear Son Jesus Christ's 

sake." — (Lessons 33 — 43.) 

ISA. liii. 4-6, 10, 11. 



88. Surely He hath borne our 
griefs, and carried our sorrows : yet 
we did esteem Him stricken, smitten 
of God, and afflicted. 

But He was wounded for our 
transgressions. He was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon Him ; and with 
His stripes we are healed. 

All we like sheep have gone as- 
tray ; we have turned every one to 
his own way ; and the Lord hath 
laid on Him the iniquity of us all. 

Yet it pleased the Lord to 
bruise Him : He hath put Him to 
g^ief : when Thou shalt make His 
soul an offering for sin. He shall see 
His seed. He shall prolong His days, 
and the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in His hand. 

He shall see of the travail of His 
soul, and shall be satisfied : by His 
knowledge shall My righteous ser- 



vant justify many; for He shall 
bear their iniquities. 

Acts iv. 8—12. 

84. Then Peter, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, said unto them. Ye 
rulers of the people, and elders of 
Israel, 

If we this day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, 
by what means he is made whole ; 

Be it known unto you all, and to 
all the people of Israel, that by the 
Name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, 
Whom ye crucified, Whom Godraised 
from the dead, even by Him doth 
this man stand here before you 
whole. 

This is the stone which was set 
at nought of you builders, which is 
become the head of the comer. 

Neither is there salvation in any 
other : for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved. 



Remabes on Lesson 34. 

God's invitation of mercy often refused, opposed, made light of, His 
salvation rejected ; it is still oftener abused. Men think to escape 
the punishment of their sins through God's mercy, without accepting 
the terms on which alone it is offered. 

Hence the necessity of making God's scheme of salvation plain, espe- 
cially in the period of sickness. — See the following Lessons. 

Salvation through Christ is the Doctrine of tne Gospel. " Whoso 
believeth on Him shall not be ashamed." Point out the efficacy of 
Christ's sacrifice. His sufficiency to save to the uttermost. He 
invites " all the ends of the earth" to be saved by looking up unto 
Him by faith. Though our sins be as scarlet, His precious Slood will 
cleanse from all sin. 

We need not despair; but we need perhaps to be warned, that 
unless we truly repent of our sins and forsake them we cannot 
be saved ; unless we have faith in the merits of Christ's death. His 
cleansing Blood will not be applied to our souls ; unless we lay aside 
all merit of our own, whatever be our moral uprightness, charity, or 
devotion, Christ shall profit us nothing; but, through faith in the 
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Name of Jesus Christ, we shall be made whole ; God, for His dear 
Son's sake, will blot out of the tablet of His memory all our trans- 
gressions ; and our sins, which are many, shall be forgiven us. — See 
Isa. iv. 7. 



Ephes. ii. 13—18. 

85. But now in Christ Jesus ye 
who sometimes were far off are made 
nigh by the Blood of Christ. 

For He is our peace. Who hath 
made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition 
between us ; 

Having abolished in His flesh 
the enmity, even the law of com- 
mandments contained in ordinances ; 
for to make in Himself of twain one 
new man, so making peace ; 

And that He might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the Cross, 
having slain the enemy thereby : 

And came and preached peace 
to you which were afar off, and to 
them that were nigh. 

For through Him we both have 
access by one Spirit unto the Fa- 
ther. 

S. John in. 16—21. 

86. For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His Only-Begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
•verlasting life. 

For God sent not His Son into 
the world to condemn the world; 
but that the world through Him 
might be saved. 

He that believeth on Him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth 
not is condenmed already, because 
he hath not believed in the Name 
of the only -begotten Son of God. 

And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil. 

For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved. 



But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his desire may 
be made manifest, that they are 
wrought in Gkxi. 

Rom. v. 6 — 11. 

37. For when we were yet with- 
out strength, in due time Christ 
died for the ungodly. 

For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure for 
a good man some would even dare 
to die. 

But God commendeth His love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died -for us. 

Much more, then, being now jus- 
tified by His Blood, we shall be 
saved from wrath through Him. 

For if, when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God by the 
death of His Son, much more, being 
reconciled, we shall be saved by His 
life. 

And not only so, but we also joy 
in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by Whom we have now re- 
ceived the atonement. 

Titus iii. 4—7. 

88. But after that the kindness 
and love of God our Saviour toward 
man appeared. 

Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according 
to His mercy He saved us, by the 
washing of regeneration, and renew- 
ing of the Holy Ghost ; 

Which He shed on us abundantly 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour ; 

That being justified by His grace, 
we should be made heirs according 
to the hope of eternal life. 

Ephes. i. 3 — 7. 

89. Blessed be the God and Fa- 
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ther of our Lord Jesus Christ, Who 
hath hlessed us with all spiritual 
blessings in heavenly places in 
Christ: 

According as He hath chosen us 
in Him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before Him in love : 

Having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jesus Christ 
to Himself, according to the good 
pleasure of His will, 

To the praise of the glory of His 
graced wherein He hath made us ac- 
cepted in the beloved. 

In Whom we have redemption 
through His Blood, the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of 
His grace. 

CoLOSS. i. 19—23. 

40. For it pleased the Father 
that in Him should all fulness 
dwell ; 

And, having made peace through 
the Blood of His Cross, by Him to 
reconcile all things unto Himself; 
by Him, I say, whether they be 
things in earth, or things in heaven. 

And you, that were sometime 
alienated and enemies in your mind 
by wicked works, yet now hath He 
reconciled 

In the Body of His Flesh through 
death, to present you holy and un- 
blameable and unreproveable in His 
sight : 

If ye continue in the faith ground- 
ed and settled, and be not moved 
away from the hope of the Gk)spel, 
which ye have heard, and which was 
preached to every creature which is 
under heaven. 

IsA. xxvi. 1 — 8. 

41. We have a strong city; sal- 
vation will God appoint for walls 
and bulwarks. 

Open ye the gates, that the righ- 
teous nation which keepeth the 
truth may enter in. 



Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on 
Thee : because be trusteth in Thee* 

Trnst ye in the Lord for ever : 
for in the Lord JEHOVAH is ever- 
lasting strength : 

For He bringeth down them that 
dwell on high; the lofty city. He 
layeth it low; He layeth it low, 
even to the ground; He bringeth it 
even to the dust. 

The foot shall tread it down, even 
the feet of the poor, and the steps 
of the needy. 

The way of the just is upright- 
ness : Thou, most upright, dost 
weigh the path of the just. 

Yea, in the way of Ihy judg- 
ments, O Lord, have we waited for 
Thee ; the desire of our soul is to 
Thy Name, and to the remembrance 
of Thee.

42. For the Lord God will help 
me; therefore shall I not be con- 
founded: therefore have I set my 
face like a flint, and I know that I 
shall not be ashamed. 

He is near that justifieth me ; who 
will contend with me ? let us stand 
together : who is mine adversary ?

Behold, the Lord God wiU help 
me; who is he that shall condemn 
me? lo, they all shall wax old as 
a garment; the moth shall eat them 
up.

I know, O Lord, that Thy judg- 
ments are right, and that Thou in 
faithfulness hast afflicted me. — Ps, 
cxix. 75. 

Habak. iii. 17—19. 

45. Although the fig-tree shall 
not blossom, neither shall fruit be 
in the vines ; the labour of the olive 
shall fail, and the fields shall yield 
no meat ; the flock shall be cut off 
from the fold, and there shall be no 
herd in the stalls : 

Yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I 
will joy in the God of my salvation. 
. The Lord God is my strength. 



and He will make my feet like hinds' 
feet, and He will make me to walk 
upon mine high places.

46. Wherefore be ye not unwise, 
but understanding what the will of 
the Lord is. 

And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess ; but be filled with 
the Spirit ; 

Speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing and making melody in your 
heart to the Lord : 

Giving thanks always for all 
things unto God and the Father in 
the Name of our Lord Jesus Christ ;

Booted and hoilt up in Him, and 
stahlished in the faith, as ye have 
heen taught, abounding therein with 
thanksgiving.

48. We having the same spirit 
of faith, according as it is written, 
I believed, and therefore have I 
spoken ; we also believe, and there- 
fore speak ; 

Knowing that He which raised 
up the Lord Jesus shall raise up us 
also by Jesus, and shall present us 
with you. 

For all things are for your sakes, 
that the abundant grace might 
through the thanksgiving of many 
redound to the glory of God. 



For which cause we faint not; 
but though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed day 
by day. 

For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us 
a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory. 

While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but the things 
which are not seen: for the things 
which are seen are temporal; but 
the things which are not seen are 
etemaL 



Remarks on Lesson 48. 

The Apostle had, ver. 8 — 11, alluded to his own great trials — he 
was, with the other Apostles, "troubled on every side, perplexed, 

Eersecuted, delivered unto death for Jesus' sake," but in the midst of 
is discouragements, and the decay of the outer man borne up by the 
spirit of faith, and the hope of the Resurrection, which he here points 
out, as encouragements to continue his preaching of the Gospel. And, 
(1.) Faith in the Resurrection of Jesus Christ; and, as following 
upon that doctrine, the resurrection of himself and all believers ; " for 
all things" — all the arrangements of God — "things present and things 
to come," are yours, " for your sakes," that grace, having abounded by 
means of the greater number of Christians who have received it, 
may cause thanksgiyings to be multiplied to the glory and praise 
of God. 

We must bear in mind that whosoever ofifereth to God the sacrifice 
of praise and thanksgiving, glorifieth Him, and especially in the midst 
of sufferings, when such thanksgivinff can only be the result of God's 
grace. The being thankful for all God takes away, as well as for all He 
gives, marks true Christian faith, submission, and filial love. Thank- 
fulness in affliction implies the belief that God is taking the best way 
to lead us to glory ; that He is treating us as a father doth his chil- 
dren ; and that it is better for us to suffer tribulation here, that we 
may be partakers of His holiness; wherefore "in every thing give 
thanks, for this is the will of God in Christ Jesus concerning you." 

(2.) The hope of glory, grounded also upon the Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ, ver. 16. And having this hope, the Christian " faints 
not ;" it keeps him from despairing in trouble. Although his bodj 
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is daily wasting away, he knows that his inner spiritual life is gaining 
strength. 

Now it is through affliction that God works out in him this renewal, 
▼. 17 ; this is God's method of leading him from grace to grace, and 
finally, from grace to glory. 

But all suffering does not produce this result. The Christian must 
remember that there is a condition on which this wholesome effect of 
affliction depends. He must not regard " the thin^ that are seen," &c., 
yer. 18 ; he must have his affections above ; his eye fixed on Jesus 
Christ ; his treasure in heaven ; his aim. Christian perfection. 

He must remember the transitoriness of all things here below, and 
the eternal duration of the things as yet unseen, and therefore use 
this world, as not abusing it; and believing in the goodness and 
mercy of God, and that "all things work together for good," &c., 
he will be able to rejoice in tribulation, and to thank God for giving 
him warning. 



Acts v. 27—42. 

49. And when they had brought 
them they set them before the coun- 
cil : and the high-priest asked them, 

Saying, Did not we straitly com- 
mand you that ye should not teach 
in this Name ? and, behold, ye have 
filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this Man's Blood 
upon us. 

Then Peter and the other Apo- 
stles answered and said. We ought 
to obey God rather than men. 

The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, Whom ye slew and hanged on 
a tree. 

Him hath God exalted with His 
right hand to be a Prince and a 
Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 

And we are His witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy 
Ghost, Whom God hath given to 
them that obey Him. 

When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took counsel 
to slay them. 

Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, 
a doctor of the law, had in repu- 
tation among all the people, and 
commanded to put the Apostles forth 
a little space; 



And said unto them, Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what 
ye intend to do as touching these 
men. 

For before these days rose up 
Theudas, boasting himself to be 
somebody; to whom a number of 
men, about four hundred, joined 
themselves : who was slain ; and all, 
as many as obeyed him, were scat- 
tered, and brought to nought. 

After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the taxing, 
and drew away much people after 
him : he also perished ; and all, 
even as many as obeyed him, were 
dispersed. 

And now I say unto you. Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone : 
for if this counsel or this work be 
of men, it will come to nought : 

But if it be of God, ye cannot 
overthrow it ; lest haply ye be found 
even to fight against Gfod. 

And to him they agreed: and 
when they had called the Apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they should not speak in the 
Name of Jesus, and let them go. 

And they departed from the pre- 
sence of the. council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His Name. 
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And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ. 

1 Pet. iv. 12—19. 

50. Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is 
to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you : 

But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ's sufiferings; 
that, when His glory shall he re- 
vealed, ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy. 

Ifye be reproached for the Name 
of Christ, happy are ye; for the 
spirit of glory and of Otod resteth 
upon you : on their part He is evil 
spoken of, but on your part He is 
glorified. 

But let none of you suffer as 
a murderer, or as a thief, or as an 
evildoer, or as a busybody in other 
men's matters. 

Yet if any man suffer as a Chris- 
tian, let him not be ashamed; but 
let him glorify Qod on this behalf. 

For the time is come that judg- 



ment must begin at the house of 
6k)d : and if it first begin at us, 
what shall the end be of them that 
obey not the 6k)spel of God ? 

And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shfdl the ungodly and 
the sinner appear ? 

Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the will of God com- 
mit the keeping of their souls to 
Him in well doing, as unto a faith- 
ful Creator. 

Phil. iv. 4 — 7. 

51. Rejoice in the Lord alway : 
and again I say. Rejoice. 

Let your moderation be known 
unto all men. The Lord is at 
hand. 

Be careful for nothing; but in 
every thing by prayer and supplica- 
tion with thanksgiving let your re- 
quests be made kuown unto God. 

And the peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus.

" Submitting yourself wholly unto His will." (Lessons 52 — 56.)

S. Matt. xxvi. 36 — 42. 

52. Then cometh Jesus with 
them unto a place called Gethse- 
mane, and saith unto the disciples. 
Sit ye here, while I go and pray 
yonder. 

And He took with Him Peter and 
the two sons of Zebedee, and began 
to be sorrowful and very heavy. 

Then saith He unto them. My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even 
unto death : tarry ye here, and 
watch with Me. 

And He went a little farther, and 
fell on His face, and prayed, saying, 
My Father, if it be possible, let 



this cup pass from Me : neverthe- 
less not as I Mrill, but as Thou wilt. 

And He cometh unto the disciples, 
and findeth them asleep, and saith 
unto Peter, What, could ye not 
watch with Me one hour ? 

Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation : the spirit in- 
deed is willing, but the fiesh is 
weak. 

He went away again the second 
time, and prayed, saying, O My 
Father, if this cup may not pass 
away ^om Me, except I drink it, 
Thy will be done. 
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Job i. 20—22. 

53. Then Job arose, and rent 
his mantle, and shaved his head, 
and fell down upon the ground, and 
worshipped. 

And sai^ Naked came I oat of 
my mother's womb, and naked shall 
I return thither: the Lord gave, 
and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the Name of the Lord. 

In all this Job sinned not, nor 
charged God foolishly. 

Acts xxi. 10 — 14. 

54. And as we tarried there 
many days, there came down from 
JudsBa a certain prophet, named 
Agabus. 

And when he was come unto us, 
he took Paul's girdle, and bound his 
own hands and feet, and said. Thus 
saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the 
Jews at Jerusalem bind the man 
that owneth this girdle, and shall 
deliver him into the hands of the 
Gentiles. 

And when we heard these things, 
both we, and they of that place, 
besought him not to go up to Jeru- 
salem. 

Then Paul answered. What mean 
ye to weep and to break mine heart ? 
for I am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus. 



And when he would not be per* 
suaded, we cf^ased, saying. The will 
of the Lord be done. 

S. Jakes iv. 6 — 10. 

55. But he giveth more grace. 
Wherefore he saith, Otod resisteth 
the proud, but giveth grace onto 
the humble. 

Submit yourselves therefore to 
God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you. 

Draw nigh to God, and He will 
draw nigh to you. Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners ; and purify your 
hearts, ye double minded. 

Be afflicted, and mourn, and weep : 
let your laughter be turned to mourn- 
ing, and your joy to heaviness. 

Humble yourselves in the sight of 
the Lord, and He shall lift you up. 

1 S. Pet. v. 6—7. 

56. Yea, all of you be subject 
one to another, and be clothed with 
humility: for God resisteth the 
proud, and giveth grace to the 
humble. 

Humble yourselves • therefore un- 
der the mighty hand of God, that 
He may exalt you in due time : 

Castmg all your care upon Him ; 
for He careth for you. 



Behasks ok Lesson 56. 

The Apostle here exhorts Christians to the practice of Humility — 
a grace not to be exercised on one or two occasions only, but to 
enter into every action, and even a man's words and thoughts — 
a grace so precious that Christ pronounces His first blessing on " the 
poor in spirit, exemplifying it in His own Person, and settmg before 
His disciples a child for their imitation. 

" Be clothed with humility ;" for Grod resisteth the proud. 

Pride is hateful to God, and therefore He resists it. It shews itself 
in a variety of ways, such as being proud of one's birth, wealth, 
strength, intellect, respectability, freedom from some of the common 
faults of other people. 

Now the effect of such a temper is to keep a man away from 
Christ. 
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Having a good opinion of himself, he will not be willing to confess 
with sincerity that ne is a miserable sinner, and in need of Christ's 
Atonement, nor will he feel dependent wholly upon His ^ace. 

Tlie proud man God resists, He turns His face from bim. He sends 
him away satisfied with himself, but not filled with His fulness. 
While pride fills the heart there can be no growth in grace. 

" He ffiveth grace to the humble." 

True Humility results from a sense of sin, and a real knowledge of 
self — not from modesty nor ignorance. 

It is a clear proof of the work of the Holy Spirit in the heart, 
convincing it of sin, and shewing forth God in His perfect holiness 
and purity, &c. 

It is deepened by a knowledge and appreciation of Christ's Work. 

His Atonement is the strongest proof of our guilt and corruption. 

To the humble man God gives more grace. 

With him, i.e. the lowly and contrite, God dwells — He fills him with 
spiritual comforts, ^ving rest unto his soul, pardon, peace, joy, &c. 
He inherits God's blessing, for his veir humility draws nim to Christ, 
and makes him feel dependent upon ^is merits, righteousness, atone- 
ment, mediation and grace. 

Now sickness is the time when God takes occasion to work in a 
man's heart this lowliness of mind. 

Exhortation, — Look inwardly, and discover by God's grace your 
own wretchedness, and faults, &c. 

Look to the Cross of Christ, and there see the measure of your 
guilt and God's love, and the depth of the humiliation of " Him, Who 
was in the form of God." 

Learn of Him ; for He was ''meek and lowly in heart." 



(Y.) SufiTering makes us like unto Christ. *' And there should be 
no greater comfort to Christian persons, than to be made like unto 
Christy by suffering patiently," &c. 

1 S. Pet. ii. 19— 25.— (Lesson 25.) 



ISA. liii. 3—5, 7. 

67. He is despised and rejected 
of men ; a Man of Sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief: and we hid 
as it were our faces from Him ; He 
was despised, and we esteemed Him 
not. 

Surely He hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows : yet we 
did esteem Him stricken, smitten 
of God, and afflicted. 

But He was wounded for our 
transgressions. He was bruised for 



our iniquities : the chastisement of 
our peace was upon Him ; and with 
His stripes we are healed. 

He was oppressed, and He was 
afflicted, yet He opened not His 
mouth : He is brought as a lamb to 
the slaughter, and as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so He openeth 
not His mouth. 

RoM. vi. 3—11. 

68. Know ye not, that so many 
of UB as were baptized into Jesus 
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Christ were baptized into His 
death ? 

Therefore we are buried with 
Him by baptism into death : that 
like as Christ was raised up from 
the dead by the glory of the Father, 
even so we also should walk in new- 
ness of life. 

For if we have been planted 
together in the likeness of His 
death, we shall be also in the like- 
ness of His resurrection : 

Knowing this, that our old man 
is crucified with Him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin. 

For he that is dead is freed from 
sin. 

Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live 
with Him : 

Knowing that Christ being raised 
from the dtad dieth no more ; death 
hath no more dominion over Him. 

For in that He died. He died unto 
sin once : but in that He liveth. He 
liveth unto God. 

Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but alive ;nnto Qod through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

Phil. iii. 7—11. 

69. But what things were gai^ 
to me, those I counted loss fo^ 
Christ. 

Yea doubtless, and I count all 



things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord : for whom I have suffered the 
loss of all things, and do count 
them but dung, that 1 may win 
Christ. 

And be found in Him, not having 
mine own righteousness, which is of 
the law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, the righteous- 
ness which is of God by faith : 

That I may know Him, and the 
power of His resurrection, and the 
fellowship of His sufferings, being 
made conformable unto His death ; 

If by any means I might attain 
unto the resurrection of the dead. 



1 S. Petbb iii. 17, 18 ; and 
iv. 1, 2. 

60. For it is better, if the will 
of God be so, that ye suffer for well- 
doing, than for evU doing. 

For Christ also hath once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that He might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the fleshy but 
quickened by the Spirit : 

Forasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the Flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same 
mind : for he that hath suffered in 
the flesh hath ceased from sin ; 

That he no longer should live the 
rest of his time in the flesh to the 
lusts of sin, but to the will of God. 



The Minister, having used various arguments to calm the mind of 
the Sick person, and lead him to take kis sickness patiently, now pro- 
ceeds with the more solemn part of the Exhortation, with a view to 
prepare Aim for Death. 

(VI.) " I exhort you, in the Name of God, to remember the pro- 
fession which you made unto God in your Baptism." 
You then promised : — 

(i.) To renounce the devil and all his works, the world, and the 

flesh, 
(ii.) To believe the Articles of the Christian Faith, 
(iii.) To keep God's Commandments. 
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Thefollovoing passages are selected from Rohf Scripture, as enforcing 
and teaching these several doctrines, (Lessons 61 — 93.) 

(a.) REPENTANCE. (Lessons 61—67.) 



1 S. John iii. 7—10. 

61. Little children, let no man 
deceive you : he that doeth right- 
eousness is righteous, even as He is 
righteous. 

He that committeth sin is of the 
devil; for the devil sinneth from 
the heginning. For this purpose 
the Son of God was manifested, 
that He might destroy the works 
of the devil. 

Whosoever is horn of God doth 
not commit sin; for his seed re- 
maineth in him : and he cannot 
sin, because he is bom of God. 

In this the children of God are 
manifest, and the children of the 
devil: whosoever doeth not right- 
eousness is not of God, neither he 
that loveth not his brother. 

1 S. Peteb v. 8—11. 

69. Be sober, be vig^nt ; be- 
cause your adversary the devil, as 
a roaring lion, walketh about, seek- 
ing whom he may devour : 

Whom resist stedfast in the faith, 
knowing that the same afflictions 
are accomplished in your brethren 
that are in the world. 

But the God of all grace, who 
hath called us unto His eternal 
glory by Christ Jesus, after that ye 
have suffered a while, make you 
perfect, stablish, strengthen, settle 

To him be glory and dominion 
for ever and ever. Amen. 

1 S. John ii. 15—17. 

63. Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him. 

For all that is in the world, the 



lust of the flesh, and the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, is not of 
the Father, but is of the world. 

And the world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof : but he that doeth 
the will of God abideth for ever. 

Rom. viii. 5—8, 12—14. 

64. For they that are after the 
flesh do mind the things of the 
flesh ; but they that are after the 
Spirit the things of the Spirit. 

For to be carnally minded is 
death ; but to be spiritually minded 
is life and peace. 

Because the carnal mind is en- 
mity against GKkL: for it is n6t 
subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be. 

So then they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God. 

Therefore, brethren, we are debt- 
ors, not to the flesh, to live after 
the flesh. 

For if ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die : but if ye through tne 
Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live. 

For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of 
God. 

Titus iL 11—14. 

65. For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath appeared 
to all men. 

Teaching us that, denying un- 
godliness and worldly lusts, we 
should live soberly, righteously, and 
godly, in this present world ; 

Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ; 
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Who gave Himself for us, that 
He might redeem us from all in- 
iquity, and purify unto Himself 
a peculiar people, zealous of good 
works. 

Acts xvii. 24—31. 

66. God that made the world 
and all things therein, seeing that 
He is Lord of heaven and earth, 
dwelleth not in temples made with 
hands; 

Neither is worshipped with men's 
hands, as though He needed any 
thing, seeing He giveth to all life, 
and breath, and all things ; 

And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath deter- 
mined the times before appointed, 
and the bounds of their habita- 
tion; 

That they should seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel afber Him, 
and find Him, though He be not far 
from every one of us : 

For in Him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain also 
of your own poets have said. For we 
are also His offspring. 

Forasmuch then as we are the 
ofi&pring of God, we ought not to 



think that the Gkxlhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by 
art and man's device. 

And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at ; but now command- 
eth all men every where to repent ; 

Because He hath appointed a day, 
in the which He will judge the 
world in righteousness by that Man 
whom He hath ordained; whereof 
He hath given assurance unto all 
men, in that He hath raised Him 
from the dead. 

S. Lfee xiii. 1 — 5. 

67. There were present at that 
season some that told Him of the 
Gkdilseans, whose blood Pilate had 
mingled with their sacrifices. 

And Jesus answering said unto 
them. Suppose ye that these Gkdi- 
IsBans were sinners above all the 
Galilaeans, because they suffered 
such things ? 

I tell you, Nay : but, except ye 
repent, ye shall idl likewise perish. 

Or those eighteen, upoa whom the 
tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, 
think ye that they were sinners a* 
bove all men that dwelt in Jerusalem ? 

I tell you. Nay : but, except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise perish.

(5.) FAITH. 

The Creeds contain the Summary of Christian Doctrine, hut thefoUaw- 
ing 'passages from Holy Scripture may serve to shew the necessity 
of Faith. (Lessons 68 — 77.) 



S. John iii. 31—36. 

68. He that cometh from above 
is above all: he that is of the 
earth is earthly, and speaketh of the 
earth : He that cometh from hea- 
ven is above all. 

And what He hath seen and 
heard, that He testifieth; and no 
man receiveth His testimony. 

He that hath received His tes- 



timony hath set to his seal that 
GKkL is true. 

For He whom God hath sent 
speaketh the words of God: for 
God giveth not the Spirit by mea- 
sure unto Him. 

The Father loveth the Son, and 
hath given all things into His hand. 

He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life : and he that be- 
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lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life ; bat the wrath of Qod abideth 
on him. 

Gal. v. 8—6. 

69. For I testify again to every 
man that is circumcised, that he is 
a debtor to do the whole law. 

Christ is become of no effect nnto 
you, whosoever of you are justified 
by the law; ye are fallen from 
grace. 

For we through the Spirit wait 
for the hope of righteousness by 
faith. 

For in Jesus Christ neither cir- 
cumcision availeth anything, norun- 
circumcision ; but faith which work- 
eth by love. 

Rom. X, 4 — 11. 

70. For Christ is the «nd of the 
law for righteousness to every one 
that believetb. 

For Moses describeth the right- 
eousness which is of the law, That 
the man which doeth those things 
shall live by them. 

But the righteousness which is of 
faith speaketh on this wise, Say not 
in thine heart. Who shall ascend 
into heaven ? (that is, to bring 
Christ down from above :) 

Or, Who shall descend into the 
deep ? (that is, to bring up Christ 
again from the dead.) 

But what saith it ? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and 
in thy heart: that is, the word of 
futb, which we preach ; 

That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God bath 
raised Him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. 

For with the heart man believetb 
unto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made onto sal- 
vation. 

For the Scripture saith, Whoso- 
ever believetb on Him shall not be 
ashamed. 



Gal. ii. 16—20. 

71. We who are Jews by nature, 
and not sinners of the Gentiles, 

Knowing that a man is not justi- 
fied by the works of the law, but by 
the faith of Jesus Christ, even we 
have believed in Jesus Christ, that 
we -might be justified by the faith 
of Christ, and not by the works of 
the law : for by the works of the 
law shall no flesh be justified. 

But if, while we seek to be justi- 
fied by Christ, we ourselves also are 
found sinners, is therefore Christ the 
minister of sin ? God forbid. 

For if I build again the things 
which I destroyed, I make myself 
a transgressor. 

For 1 through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live unto G^d. 

I am crucified with Christ : never- 
theless 1 live ; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me : and tbe life which I 
now live in the flesh I live by the 
foith of the Son of God, Who loved 
me, and gave Himself for me. 

Phil. iii. 7, 9. 
{See Lesson 57.) 

S. John vi. 28, 29, 67—69. 

72. Then said they unto Him, 
What shall we do, that we might 
work the works of God ? 

Jesus answered and said unto 
them, This is the work of Gk)d, that 
ye believe on Him Whom He hath 
sent. 

Then said Jesus unto the twelve, 
Will ye also go away ? 

Then Simon Peter answered Him, 
Lord, to whom shall we go ? Thou 
hast the words of eternal life. 

And we believe and are sure that 
Thou art that Christ, the Son of the 
living God. 

2 Tim. i. 9—13. 

73. Who hath saved us, and called 
us with an holy calling, not accord- 
ing to our works, bat according to 
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His own purpose and grrace, which 
was g^ven in in Christ Jesas before 
the world began, 

But is now made manifest by the 
appearins: of oar Saviour Jesas 
Qurist, Who hath abolished death, 
and hath broaght life and immor- 
tality to light throagh the Gk>spel : 

Whereunto I am appointed a 
preacher, and an apostle, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles. 

For the which canse I also saffer 
these things : nevertheless I am not 
ashamed : for I know Whom I have 
believtd, and am persaaded that He 
is able to keep that which I have 
committed anto Him against that 
day. 

Hold fast the form of soand words, 
which thoa bast heard of me, in faith 
and love which is in Christ Jesas. 

Heb. vi. 1 — 3. 

74. Therefore leaving the prin- 
ciples of the doctrine of Christ, let 
us go on unto perfection ; nofc laying 
again the foundation of repentance 
from dead works, and of faith to- 
ward God, 

Of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resur- 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment. 

Heb. xi. 1, 2, 6, 13, 89, 40; and 
xii. 1, 2. 

75. Now Faith is the substance 
of things hoped for ; the evidence of 
things not seen. 

For by it the elders obtained a 
good report. 

But without faith it is impossible 
to please Him : for he that cometh 
to God mnst believe that He is, and 
that He is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him. 

These all dibd in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having 
seen them afar off, and were per- 
saaded of them, and embraced them« 



and confessed that they were stran- 
gers and pilgrims on the earth. 

And these all, having obtained 
a good report throagh fiuth, re- 
ceived not the promise; 

God having provided some better 
thing for us, that they without us 
should not be made perfect. 

Wherefore, seeing we also are 
compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before 
us. 

Looking unto Jesus, the Author 
and Finisher of our futh. 

1 S. John v. 1—5; 10—13. 

76. Whosoever believeth that 
Jesus is the Christ is bom of God : ' 
and every one that lovetli Him tliat 
begat loveth Him also that is be- 
gotten of Him. 

By this we know that we love the 
rhildren of God, when we love God, 
and keep His commandments. 

For this is the love of God, that 
we keep His commandments : and 
His commandments are not griev- 
ons. 

For whatsoever is bom of God 
overcometh the world : and this is 
the victory that overcometh the 
world, even our faith. 

Who is he that overcometh the 
world, but he that believeth that 
Jesus is the Son of God ? 

He that believeth on the Son of 
God hath the witness in himself: 
he that believet h not God hath made 
him a liar ; because he believeth not 
the record that God gave of His 
Son. 

And this is the record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and 
this life is in His Son. 

He that hath the Son hath life ; 
and he that hath not the Son of 
Gk)d hath not Ufe. 

These things have I ?rritten onto 
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yon that believe on theXame of the 
Son of God ; that ye may know 
that ye have eternal life, and that 
ye may believe on the Xame of the 
Son of Ck>d. 

Rbv. xiv. 12, 13. 

77. Here is the patience of the 
sfdnts : here ai*e they that keep the 



commandments of Gk>d, and the fiuth 
of Jesus. 

And I heard a voice iVom heaven 
saying unto me. Write, Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from 
henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, 
that they may rest from their la- 
bours; and their works do follow 
thexn. 



(c.) OBEDIENCE. 

The follovnng passages are not intended as a Summary of Christian 
Practice, but mainly for the purpose of shewing the principles and extent 
of Christian Obedience, (LESSONS 78 — 93.) 

righteousness of the Scribes and 
Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 



S. Matt. iv. 8—10. 

78. Again, the devil taketh Him 
up into an exceeding high moun- 
tain, and sheweth Him all the king- 
doms of the world, and the glory of 
them; 

And saith unto Him, All these 
things will I give Thee, if Thou wilt 
fall down and worship me. 

Then saith Jesus unto him, Gtet 
thee hence, Satan : for it is written. 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy 
God, and Him only shalt thou serve.

79. Let your light so shine be- 
fore men, that they may see your 
good works, and glorify your Father 
which is in heaven. 

Think not that I am come to de- 
stroy the law, or the prophets : I am 
not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

For verily I say unto yon, Till 
heaven and earth pass, one jot or 
one tittle sh>ill in no wise pass from 
the law, till-all be fulfilled. 

Whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, 
and shall tf ach men so, he shall be 
called the least in the kingdom of 
heaven : but whosoever shall do nnd 
teach them, the same shall be called 
great in the kingdom of heaven. 

For I say unto you, That except 
your righteousness shall exceed the

80. Not every one that saith 
unto Me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of My Father 
which is in heaven. 

Many will say to me in that day. 
Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied 
in Thy Name? and in Thy Name 
have cast out devils? and in Thy 
Name done many wonderM works ? 

And then wUl I profess unto 
them, I never knew you : depart 
firom Me, ye that work iniquity.

And it came to pass, when Jesus 
had ended these sayings, the people 
were astonished at His doctrine : 

For He taught them as one 
having authority, and not as the 
scribes.

81. And, behold, one came and 
said unto Him, Good Master, what 
good thing shall I do, that I may 
have eternal life ? 

And He said unto him. Why 
callest thou Me good ? there is none 
good but One, that is, God : but if 
thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments. 

He saith unto Him, Which ? Je- 
sus said, Thou shalt do no murder. 
Thou shalt not commit adultery, 
Thou shalt not steal. Thou shalt not 
bear false witness. 

Honour thy father and thy mother : 
and. Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself. 

The young man saith unto Him, 
All these things have I kept from 
my youth up : what lack I yet ? 

Jesus said unto Him, If thou wilt 
be perfect, go and sell that thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven : and 
come and follow Me. 

But when the young man heard 
that saying, he went away sorrow- 
ful : for he had great possessions. 

S. Matt. xxii. 35 — 40. 

82. Then one of them, which 
was a lawyer, asked Him a ques- 
tion, tempting Him, and saying. 

Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law ? 

Jesus said unto Him, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind.

But we are sure that the judgment 
of God is according to truth against 
them which commit such things.

Lo, all these things worketh God 
oftentimes with man. 

To bring back his soul from the 
pit, to be enlightened with the light 
of the living.

He also that received seed among 
the thorns ii4 he that heareth the 
word ; and the care of this world, 
and ihe deceitlulness of riches, 
choke the woid, and he becometh 
unfruitful. 

But he that receiveth seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth 
the word, and understandeth it; 
which also heareth fruit, and bring- 
eth forth, some an hundredfold; 
some sixty, some thirty.

116* Now learn a parable of the 
fig-tree; When his branch is yet 
tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye 
know th>it summer is nigh : 

So likewise ye, when ye shall see 
all these things, know that it is 
near, even at the doors. 

Verily I say unto you. This gene- 
ration shuU not pass, till all these 
things be fulfilled. 

Heaven and earth shnll pass away, 
but My words shall not pass away. 

But of that day and hour knoweth 
no man, no, not the aut^els of hea* 
ven, but My Father only.

Watch therefore : for ye know 
not what hoar your Lord doth 
come.

117. Then shall the kingdom of 
heaven he likened unto ten virgins, 
which took their lamps, and went 
forth to meet the hridegroom. 

And five of them were wise, and 
five were foolish. 

They that were foolish took their 
lamps, and took no oil with them : 

But the wise took oil in their 
vessels with their lamps. 

While the hridegroom tarried, 
they all slumbered and slept. 

And at mi<)night there was a 
cry made, Beholtt, the hridegroom 
Cometh ; go ye out to meet him.

Behold, these three 
years I come seeking fruit on this 
fig-tree, and find none : cut it down ; 
why cumbereth it the ground ? 

And he answering snid unto him. 
Lord, let it alone this year also, till 
I shall dig about it, and dung it : 

And if it bear fruit, well : and if 
not, then after that thou shalt cut 
it down. 

Gal. v. 16—24. 

119. This I say then. Walk in 
the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil 
the lust of the flesh. 

For the flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh: and these are contrary the 
one to the other : so that ye cannot 
do the things that ye would. 

But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye 
are not under the law.

Envyings, murders, drunkenness, 
revellings, and such like: of the 
which I tell you before, as I have 
also told yon in time past, that they 
which do such things shall not in- 
herit the kiugdom of God. 
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Bat the iVait of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, lon^rtuffering, gen- 
tleneis, goodness, faith. 

Meekness, temperance: against 
such there is no law. 

And they that are Christ's have 
crndfied the flesh with the a£fec- 
tums and lusts. 

Efhes. t. 6 — 14. 

120. For this ye know, that no 
whoremonger, nor nnclean p^rs^tn, 
nor covetous man, who is an idola- 
ter, hath any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Christ and of God. 

Let no man deceive yon with 
yain words: for hecause of these 
things oometh the wrath of God 
upon the children of disobedience. 

Be not ye therefore partakers 
with them. 

For ye were sometimes darkness, 
but now are ye light in the Lord : 
walk as children of lit^ht : 

(For the fruit of the Spirit is 
in all goodness and righteousness 
and truth ;) 

Proving wliat is acceptable unto 
the Lord. 

And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them. 

For it is a shame even to speak 
of those things which are done of 
them in secret. 

But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest by the light: 
for whatsoever doth make manifest 
is light. 

Wherefore He saith, Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the 
dead, and Christ shall give thee 
light. 

Heb. X. 24—31. 

121. And let us consider one an- 
other to provoke i\nto love and to 
good works : 

Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the manuer 



of some is ; but exhorting one an- 
other: and so much the more, as 
ye see the day approaching. 

For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledf^e of 
the truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins. 

But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries. 

He that despised Moses' law died 
without mercy under two or three 
witne!*ses : 

Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under 
foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant, 
wherewith he was sanc'ified, an 
unholy thing, and hath done despite 
un^o the Spirit of grace ? 

For we know Him that hath 
SHid, Ven$i^eancti belongeth unto Me, 
1 will recompense, saith the Lord. 
And again. The Lord shall judge 
His people. 

It is a fe:irful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

2 Pet. ii. 20, 21. 

122. For if after they have es- 
caped the pollutions of the world 
through the knowledge of the Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ, they are 
again entangled therein, and over- 
come, the latter end is worse with 
them than the beginning. 

For it had been bett er for them 
not to have known the way of 
righteousness, than, after they have 
known it, to turn from the holy 
commandment delivered unto them. 

JUDE 17—21. 

123. But, beloved, remember ye 
the words which were spoken before 
of the Apostles of our Lord Jesus 
Christ; 

How that they told you there 
should be mockei's in the last time. 
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who should walk after their own 
uDffodly lusts. 

These be they who separate them- 
selves, sensual, having not the 
Spirit. 

But ye, beloved, building up 



yourselves on your most holy fiaith 
praying in the Holy Ghost, 

Keep yourselves in the love o: 
God, looking tor the mercy of our^ 
Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life.

ing two eyes to be cast into hell 
fire. 

Take heed that ye despise not one 
of these little ones ; for I say unto 
you. That in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of My Father 
which is in heaven.

So after He had washed their feet, 
and had taken His garments, and 
was set down again. He said unto 
them. Enow ye what I have done 
to you? 

Ye call Me Master and Lord : 
and ye say well; for so I am. 

If I then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed .your feet; ye also 
ought to wash one another's feet. 

For I have given you an example, 
that ye should do as I have done to 
you. 

Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
The servant is not greater than his 
lord ; neither he that is sent greater 
than he that sent him. 

If ye know these things, happy 
are ye if ye do them.

Where is boasting then ? It is 
excluded.
